‘+ Some foreign scientists have absolutely pro- 
hibited everything in the shape of alcoholic 
drinks, and have been most emphatic in their 
condemnations, but, I think, through insufficient 
practical experierze. My system is, perhaps, 
the only one which permits wines and spirits to 
be taken; but it must not be understood that I 
advocate the free use of alcoholic drink—on the 
contrary.” 

To those who drink wines he advises clarets, 
hocks, Chablis, Sauternes, Italian wine< non- 
effervescent), and all Rhenish wines, and to 
those who take spirits with mineral or other 
water at meals he recommends Scotch whiskey 
in preference to any other. 

The system is a perfectly simple onc. It 
consists in taking three doses daily of a decoction 
made from common plants that (with one exotic 
exception) can be seen in our British meadows. 
If one reduces weight in a harmless way at the 
rate of 3 and Ab. per week, and permits the 
moderate use of alcohol, it is very evident that 
this method is far away in front of the foreign 
treatment, which only makes the same reduction, 
and upon stringent regulations which are abso- 
lutely hostile to whiskey-drinking and almost 
impossible to maintain. One of the peculiarities 
of his system is that many patients upon reduction 
of superfluous fatty tissue become so healthy, 
and with an increased appetite, that they actually 
eat more food than before, and yet careful 
weighing testifies a daily decrease of flesh. We 
think the best plan is to advise readers to get the 
book for themselves, seeing that it only costs 
three stamps (post free).

Farthest North.—The Duke of the Abruzzi has just 
managed to beat Nansen’s record in Arctic exploration, 
this intrepid explorer having succeeded in penetrating a 
little farther into the silent white wilderness surrounding 
the Pole. The Sta Polare was for eleven months held 
fast im the ice, and the explorers suffered considerable 
privations. They lived for a hundred days on dog’s-flesh. 
Two men died, and the Duke of the Abruzzi had two fingers 
frost-bitten. The expedition, however, succeeded in getting 
nearer the Pole than even Narsen. They reached a point in 
latitude 86 deg. 33 min. N., thus penetrating further north 
than Nansen, who reached 86deg. 14min. N. These few 
geographical minutes do not seem much, but when one 


remembers the terrible hardships the members of the | 


expedition have endured, one realises to some extent that 
a mile in the Frozen North means a very great deal in the 
way of privation. 


_ The Duke of the Abruzzi (Prince Louis of Savoy) 
is a nephew of the lamented King of Italy, who, it will be 
recollected, contributed 
£20,000 towards the cost 
of the expedition. The 
youngest of the three sons 
by the first marriage of the 
Duke of Aosta, he was born 
at Madrid on Jan. 29, 1873. 
His mother was not of 
Royal. birth. Her father, 
Prince Pozzo della Cisterna, 
married Mdlle. de Merode, 
who was co-heiress with 
her brother, Monsignor de 
Merode, to a fortune of 
nearly five millions sterling. 
When Mgr. de Merode, 
Chamberlain to the Pope, 
died, he left his niece, the 
Duchess of Aosta, a large 
shire of his fortune. Each 
of her three sons is con- 
sequently very rich, and 
this enables the Duke of 
the Abruzzi to indulge his 
fondness for exploration.

The 
manœuvres, which took place in the presence of Lord 
Wolseley and staff, Sir Richard Harrison, Inspector- 
General of Fortifications, and many officers, were designed 
to test the efficiency of the defences of Dover in resisting the 
attack of an invading force delivered from the Straits. The 
manceuvres were divided into two sections, the idea upon 
which they were based being that the fleet of an invader 
has succeeded in entering and crossing the Straits. 
The fleet opened fire upon the town, and, while thus 
attracting the attention of the garrison, it succeeded in 
landing a force at St. Margaret’s Bay, where the railway 
communications with London were severed by the enemy. 
The result of the day's battle proved that Dover was well 
defended, so far as can be judgel by the rules applicable 
to peace manceuvres, as the fleet was beaten off by 
sheer superiority of fire, and the troops who were 
landed at St. Margaret’s would in actual warfare have been 
completely annihilated before they could have done any 
serious mischief. But there is one lesson which has been 
learnt, and „which it is hoped the authorities will take to 
heart without delay, and that is of the employment of 
obsolete guns, even to the extent of a muzzle-loading 
25-pounder. These old-fashioned weapons must be melted 
down at once and replaced by guns of the very latest 
pattern. Then, and not till then, can we safely say that 
Dover is in a fit state to repel an enemy, should one appear 
in actual earnest. 


Commander of the Russian Detachment in 
Peking.—No one can be surprised that there is already 
a difference of opinion 
among the Powers regard- 
ing future operations in 
the Celestial Empire. An 
officer of unusual distinc- 
tion is General Linevitch, 
who commands the Russian 
detachment of the Allied 
Forces in Peking. He led 
his men at the storming of 
the city's eastern gate 
prior to the relief of the 
Legations, and gave 
currency to the report that 
the Russian troops were 
the first to enter the Chinese 
metropolis. When the Czar 
received the information 
that the Allied troops had 
achieved success 80 
promptly, he sent the fol- 
fowing complimentary tele- 
graphic despatch to General 
Linevitch : ‘‘ I sincerely

The question of ‘ Which is the best grain for fowls?” is 
an important one for amateurs, who are always glad to 
| know the best food to give. Grain forms a great part of 
fowl-food at all seasons, and when good and of the proper 
kind, nothing can be better.

Spring Chickens. 

That which is produced in advance of its regular season 
is the most remunerative, but it must have maturity. Thus, 
in the month of April there are thousands of spring 
chickens about. They are spring chickens, inasmuch as 
they are hatched in the spring, but they are not saleable, 
for lack of size, till the summer ; they are not fit for market 
The spring chicken that is valuable—the one 
that secures the top price—must be mature and fit for table 
purposes in March and April. It must be of good size and 
fit for sale in the Spring, being as large as it would naturally 
be in the summer. This quality makes its value. The small 
spring chicken, so called because it is hatched in the 
spring, does not bring the largest price, because there are 
thousands like it; but that which is hatched between 
December and February, and fit for market towards the end 
of March and during April, having all the quality of a 
spring chicken and the size of a fowl, is valuable, and 
realises a good price because it is rare. Size is golden when 
joined to youth and good quality. Chickens for the spring 
markets should weigh about 3 Ib. each. Birds that are 
three or four months old, weighing about 8 Ib. to 9 Ib. the 
couple, are the spring chickens that fetch what to most 
people appear impossible prices, though some salesmen do 
not want them over 6lb. to 7 Ib. the couple. Such chickens, 
well fattened, killed and dressed, realise from 3s. Gd. to 


5s. 6d. each. 
Elder Wine. 

The year 1900 promises large crops of elderberries for 
the making of elder wine, which is in much repute in many 
districts, especially the northern counties, as a specific for 
colds, or as a preventive of such after being exposed to 
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The following is a capital recipe for the making, of 
elder wine : To five ‘gallons of water put five quarts of ripe 
elderberries, picked from the stalks; let them boil a 
quarter of an hour, then strain the liquor through a sieve, 
and put into your pan ny te with 14 lb. of raw sugar; let 
it boil half an hour, and then put into your tub 31b. of 
raisins, and pour the boiling liquor upon them. When it

| is milk-warm, put into it a little yeast, and let it work 
| three days; then turn it, and put five gills of brandy into 
| the cask, and bottle it at Christmas.

When fermenting, we 
use a large earthenware crock, which is stood beside the 
kitchen-fire, as the warmth aids fermentation, the crock 
being covered with a cloth. If it is not wanted to be kept 
any length of time the wine can be put into gallon or half- 


| gallon bottles direct from the crock.— Agricultural Gazette. 


Market-Wagons. 


Following up what I said on the subject of farm-wagons 

a week or two ago, it is a fact that many gardeners and 
aviation have discovered that much more money is made by 
selling their produce at first hand frora door to door than 
by selling to merchants or commission agents. A convenient 
wagon is of the greatest importance if one is thus to market 
one’s produce. Such a wagon is shown in the cut given 
herewith. It is low-hung, and has its lower part boxed in 
and floored over. Access is had to this enclosed space by 
raising the driver's seat in front, by a door on each side in 
the middle, and by two doors in the rear. At one side two 
drawers are shown. One of these is most convenient for 
carrying the flat parchment-covered prints of butter to

market, c rrying the drawer to the customer's door to 
avoid handling. The other can be used for eggs, using the 
ordinary pasteboard fl rs placed one upon another. The 
rear can have drawers or not, according to the nature of 
the produce to be carried.
